POLITIGAL UNKNOWN UPSETS THE REDS 


The voters defeat Hague and Curley, bring victory to Lehman, O'Dwyer, Driscoll—and a man named Brown 


Nov. 8 was a great day for the Democrats, Herbert Lehman, one of the par- 
ty’s best vote getters, whipped John Foster Dulles in New York and was elected 
to the Senate. Two other Democrats named Shelley and Kelly (John Shelley 
of San Francisco, Mrs. Edna Kelly of Brooklyn) won seats in the House. Wil- 
liam O’Dwyer defeated Vito Marcantonio and Newbold Morris and got an- 
other term as mayor of New York City. The Republicans scored their one big 

tory in New Jersey, where Alfred Driscoll was re-elected governor in a cam- 
n that smashed the last pieces of Boss Frank Hague’s once-great machine, 
It was a bad day for other machines as well: old James Michael Curley was up- 
set by John Hynes for the mayoralty of Boston, and Philadelphia’s 65-year-old 
Republican machine began to knock as four Democrats took 
over top-level. city jobs. Meanwhile in California the voters 
overhauled the state’s treasury-draining old-age pension law 
(Lire, Oct. 17), thereby insuring a saving of $65 million a year. 
And in Detroit the C.I.O. failed for the fourth time in 12 years 
toelect its own hand-picked mayor when Albert Cobo defeated 
George Edwards of the United Automobile Workers. 

Among the big elections there was a small one in which the 
Communists took a large beating. This was in Harlem where 
Ben Davis, one of the 11 top Reds convicted last month and 
the only Communist who holds public office in the U.S., was 
running for re-election to the New York City Council. Oppos- 
ing Davis was a political unknown named Earl Brown (right), 
a onetime redeap, a Harvard graduate (1929), a journalist and 
a member of Lir’s staff since 1942. 

A few months before the election Brown had no thought of 
running. Davis was strongly entrenched, backed by both the 
Communist party and the Communist-tainted American La- 
bor party of Vito Marcantonio. But when Brown, a Democrat,

was offered the nomination by his own and the Republican and Liberal parties 
as well, he saw a chance to upset Davis and took it. 

During the campaign Brown got only nominal help from the three party or- 
ganizations—they were preoccupied with the fight for the mayoralty. He raised 
most of his own funds, recruited his own workers, opened a headquarters in a 
vacant store. Meanwhile Communist Davis had three headquarters going full 
blast, was helped by leg men imported from all over the U.S. and had a fund of 
about $100,000 to tap as he saw fit. Never before have American Reds concen- 
trated so much power at one time in a local election—a small crowded area con- 
taining 100,000 voters. “This election,” cried the Daily Worker, “is a Must.” 

But Brown kept insisting that “the people of Harlem are 
sound people. They have no sympathy for Communism.”: He 
never drew a big audience—the rally for Davis (opposite page), 
held on the night he was released from prison on bail, was four 
times the size of Brown’s top crowd. But what Brown said 
: sense to the yoters. Labor unions—the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers, the Building Service Employees, the joint 
C.LO.-A-F. of L. Council—supported him and contributed 
cash and leaflets. Despite this he felt helpless. “I had never 
been so lonely in my life,” he said. “My headquarters was like 
a watchman’s shanty in a graveyard.” As it turned out, Brown 
was not as lonely as he thought. 

On election day the Communists began at dawn to get out 
the vote. They had buttonholed almost everyone in the dis- 
trict and thought that they needed only to get them to the 
polls. But when the curtains were closed in the booths, 63,030 
voters cast their ballots for Brown and only 21,962 voted for 
Davis. The huge Red effort had been crushed, by a man who 
had kept repeating, “The people of Harlem are sound people.”?

The news that interests us here this week 
is that Eudora, Kan. has just installed a mod- 
ern street-lighting system, and that Elmer 
Grundmeyer has been elected president of 
the West Jefferson Kiwanis Club in Louisiana.

Two airmen from Siam 
said in Dallas that they can speak and under- 
stand English all right, but Texas talk is 
heyond their comprehension. Circuit Judge 
John V. Brennan of Detroit has successfully 
resisted the efforts of the Wayne County 
Board of Auditors to turn his spacious court- 
room int two courtrooms, and Hiram Higs- 
by of Kansas City, Mo. has stated that Kan- 
sas City recently held the biggest barn dance 
ever held anywhere.

Sudents of Michigan State College at 
East Lansing have been registering them- 
selves as married in order to obtain extra 
football tickets for nonexistent wives. Sam- 
uel Williams, 19, of South Bend, Ind. was 
recently arrested and charged with beating 
up a school Principal who had paddled Sam’s 
little sister. The continued high rate of U.S. 
procreation is a problem everywhere—too 
many children for too few teachers, and alot 
of worrying is being done about it. 

There’s quite a bit of news about ducks. 
Mild weather in Nebraska seems to have 
spoiled the early hunting season—lots of 
ducks in the refuges, but mighty few out 
where hunters can shoot them. Same thing 
goes for geese. At Decorah, Iowa a party of 
hunters mistakenly shot 12 tame ducks be- 
longing to a produce company, and five of 
18 ducks being fattened in the Cook County, 
Il. jail yard have vanished, causing authori- 
ties to tighten up their duck security.

School 
pupils at Gowrie, Towa have raised $7,000 
for a skating rink, and this month they are 
earning money for the same cause by picking 
upand selling corn left in the fields of friendly 
farmers. The Lions Club of Lott, Texas has 
sold $11,000 worth of bonds to finance the 
town’s first hospital. Judge Lillian M. Wes- 
tropp of Cleveland is trying to get the city to 
improve its probation system, and the heat 
is on gamblers in southern Illinois. 

The dead are still coming home from Eu- 
rope and the Pacific, and the names make 
news. Short items, mostly, off in a corner of 
the paper, with the names likely as not in 
agate type to save space (“The bodies of 
11 Towans who served in the Army and Air 
Force have been returned to the U.S. from 
the Mediterranean area . . . Sgt. Vernon J. 
Willison... T/4 Edward N. Schram... . 
Pot. Chester A. Finch . . . 2nd Lt. Edwin 
H. Pries .. .”). 

The big story—the story just beginning 
to make the headlines, and probably touch- 
ing more Americans than anything else in 
the news right now—is coffee. All over the 
U.S. housewives are convinced that coffee 
stocks are running low, and that coffee prices 
are going way up. So they are buying coffee 
like mad, with the result that stocks really 
are low and prices really are going up. As near- 
ly as we can figure, it all began with a rumor 
that drought in Brazil had cut current cof- 
fee production and raised the prospect of a 
poor crop next year. That’s true, our Rio 
correspondent says, adding that Brazil has 
no surplus left to cushion the recent rise in 
demand. Add to this the fact that a grow- 
ing world population is drinking more coffee 
than ever Eelore, and you have a tremendous 
boom for Brazilian coffee brokers and Dallas 

rocers wondering what has come over the 
local ladies. 

Of course the papers are full of other in- 
dications that the world of the mid-20th Cen- 
tury presses close upon Eudora and Padu- 
cah. Indeed we'd say offhand that many of 
the papers combed for this little survey tell 
more of what goes on in Washington or Prague 
than in their own front yards. The amount 
of national and world news being printed 
around the country is all to the good. But 
we imagine that millions of Americans could 
stand a little more of the news that is, after 
all, the news of home.

A butcher shares the General Motors melon 


On Oct. 28 General Motors Corporation announced that it had per- 
formed the colossal feat of earning a net of $502,414,029in the first nine 
months of 1949, Ten days later, after a board of directors’ meeting, 
GM followed through with the news that it had declared a whopping 
stock dividend of $186,771,622. This was the biggest sum of cash ever 
distributed to any one group of US, stockholders in any one year. It 
amounted toa handsome $8 a share on the common stock, with a $4.25 
extra year-end dividend, Accompanied by the announcement that 
would also pay off $125 million in long-t 

due for 17 years, it was cheery news not only for the company’ 
holders but also for the U.S, generally as an index to both busin 
the state of the nation, 

Among the 436,005 individuals who own GM stock, more than 200,- 
(00 of them own less than 20 shares apiec ber of this large 
army of small capitalists is Edward Westerfeld, a 45-yeat-o'4 butcher 
with ashop at 825 West 181 Street, New York City. In no sense a typical, 
hut nevertheless a fairly representative, member of the U.S. Lourgeoi- 
sie, Mr. Westerfeld started life in the Hell’s Kitchen district of Man- 
hattan where his father had a small meat shop. Edward Westerfela be: 
gan cleaning chickens at 12, became a meat buyer at 18, got further ex- 
perience in his trade as a salesman in Gristed 
$3,000 from a bank to start his own shop in 1937. He gets up at 
every morning to buy his own meat, puts in an eight- to six-hour day at 
the store and, with his wife, usually drives out (ina Plymouth) to spend 
weekends with his mother in her cottage at Wantaugh. Mr, Westerfeld 
bought his 14 shares of GM stock in 1932, when it was selling around 12 
(last week’s postdividend quotation: 71). He expects to use the $59.50, 
for which he will get a check this week, as additional working capital in 
his store, where he has one helper and usually makes enough to pay him- 
self about $75 a week. Visited last week by Lire Writer Noel F. Busch and 
Photographer Alfred Eisenstaedt, Mr, Westerfeld stated some-views on 
the subject of his shop, his investments and other matters of importance: 

“Lbelieve the country as a whole is getting along fine, in case anyone 
wants to know. Why I bought General Motors stock was that I figured 
the company had to be well run, and the stock had to get to be worth 
more. Well, now, I was right about that. The company has been well run, 
and the stock is worth more. If I had some spare cash I would buy a few 
shares right now, but I haven’t got any. In fact you could say that my 
stuff here, the furniture in the apartment where we live, the car and 
that stock are all that I really own, My own business has not been go- 
ing so good as General Motors, at least just lately. For one thing, the 
competition from chain stores is tough in this neighborhood. Still, I 
have about 50 regular customers, and there are the others who come 
in here when they wantsome special cut.

GREAT DISCOVERY SHEDS LIGHT 
ON CULTURE OF ANCIENT RACE 


In the winter of 1946 a photographer named 
Giles Healey was commissioned by the United 
Fruit Company to make a documentary film 
of the Lacandon Indians, a vanishing Central 
American tribe and last descendants of the glit- 
tering Maya civilization of 12 centuries ago. 
Healey persuaded the Lacandons to take him 
deep into their country (below), where few white 
men had ever ventured before. In April 1946 he 
stumbled upon the ruins of a Maya city. Still 
standing was a temple (lower left) virtually lost 
in the trees and thickets that had grown through 
its crumbling masonry. Healey forced his way

‘Ayear later Healey went back to the site (now 
called Bonampak), this time with a staff of ar- 
chaeologists and artists.

BONAMPAK is in virtually unexplored Chiapas, 
southernmost state of Mexico. The glory of the Maya 
reached its peak in Chiapas and north on the Yuca- 
tan peninsula, where other ruins have been found. 
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‘SCENES OF A GREAT PROCESSION, covering four walls of one room in the 
Bonampak temple, display the Maya love of pomp and pageantry. The irregular 
shape of the fresco is due to the fact that the room is vaulted, the triangular and 
quadrangular pieces coming together at the top of the vault. The reasons that the 


‘TRUMPETERS AND MASKED MEN, a detail from the lower left section of 
the mural at the top of the page, impart a feeling of savage religious frenzy to 
the Maya procession. These horrible figures are new to the scholars who think 
they represent Maya gods or demons. One, which may symbolize a water spirit, 


Maya staged these colorful processions are not known for sure. They may have 
held them in honor of their gods which symbolized fertility and the good and evil 
forces of nature, Or they may have put them on merely to impress the common 
people with the splendor and the power of the priesthood, In this mural three high 


wears the claws of a crab, while another, at the lower right, is masked in a glut- 
tonous-looking alligator’s head. The immense trumpets in the scene were made 
out of some material that has long since rotted away—probably hollowed-out 
wood—since excavations have never unearthed any Maya instrument like them.

from both sides. Directly above them noble spectators are excitedly discussing 
the event, while a servant holds up a child so that he can see over the heads of the 
crowd. The processioners at the far lower left are blowing trumpets, beating drums 


TORTURE OF PRISONERS is graphically illustrated in this detail from an- 
other mural in the temple and permanently shatters the belief scholars have held 
for years that the Maya were a gentle and peaceful race. At lower left a figure (par- 
tially destroyed) holds the hand of a bleeding captive he has just stabbed. Three

I do not think there 
is anyone here who in his heart can possibly deny that socialist specious 
policies, pursued sometimes with the narrow mind, sometimes with the 
crooked thought, and all too often with the inferiority complex, have re- 
sulted in aggravating that situation [‘Hear, hear.”| far beyond what it 
would have been with any other type of government.

Mr. Uwe Krrzincer—Acatnsr. Perhaps the greatest socialist whom this 
House has ever known, Archbishop William Temple, used to say that the 
chief test of the love of liberty lay in the demand for the emancipation of 
others. There is one thing I want to make quite clear straight away. There 
is one liberty which no socialist country will allow to its citizens, and that 


is the freedom to build up its own standard of living at the expense of the 
colonial people entrusted to its charge. This government has given all the 
liberties and incentives of self-government to three great peoples of the 
Commonwealth. 

You cannot get freedom to work, you cannot get freedom to eat and you 
cannot get free medical attention without planning. And in times of crisis 
you cannot have planning without controls. You certainly do not get lib- 
erty by laissez faire. Chocolate was rationed and people could buy sweets. 
Chocolate was derationed and people could no longer buy sweets. The con- 
trol was relaxed and the liberty vanished. There are, paradoxical though 
it may seem, situations in which the interference of the government in fact 
increases liberty, and absence of that interference in fact decreases it. Cer- 
tainly the National Health Service does take away our liberty to spend 
69# per week, but in return it has extended the frontiers of freedom in a 
way people have never known before. The Conservatives tell us now that 
they fought for the service for 30 years. I do not know how one can fight 
for a thing for 30 years and then vote against it at every stage in the House 
of Commons.

In recent weeks there has been blowing through the nation’s ra- 
dios a fine, fresh blast which seems for a brief half hour to clear the 
air of the contrived humor, the awkward byplay and the syrupy 
repartee. Groucho Marx is back again, as brash, as spontaneous 
and as insulting as ever. When a badly battle-scarred wrestler came 
on, Groucho asked him, “Is it true you fellows fake most of your 
matches?” “That's an ugly rumor,” shouted the wrestler. Peering 
demurely over his glasses at the face before him, Groucho asked, 
“How many ugly rumors have you wrestled lately?” 

This is the kind of thing which last spring earned Groucho a Pea- 
body Award, radio’s equivalent of a Pulitzer prize. 

Groucho’s show, You Bet Your Life (CBS, Wednesday nights), i 
the only giveaway show in the world whose enormous popularity is 
based 80% on pure entertainment and 20% on loot for the contest- 
ants, Croucho toils assiduously in a home-grown ribald garden of 
gags, lovingly sowing a few in advance tosprout later in uproarious 
bloom, But most are on-the-spot inventions with which he badgers 
contestants throughout most of his half hour on the air. 

The insults are direct and para To a tongue-tied contest- 
ant hemuttered, “Either this man is dead or my watch has stopped.” 
To another he said thoughtfully, “I never forget a face, but in your 
case I am going to make an exception.” 

When he starts out like this or greets a tree surgeon with, “Tell 
me, have you ever fallen out of a patient?” Groucho generally gets 
himself and the contestant into a lopsided conversation which goes 
along a rocky path of preposterous non sequitur into a region of 
utter conversational chaos—such as the following passage 
Grovcno, So you're a housewife. What does your husband do? 

. He's an annealer 
Gnovcno. Does he walk around on his knees at home? 
Housewire, No, he walks around in his shorts. 
Groucuo. How did you meet your husband?

The “Home of the Army” is Fort Sam Houston, 
in San Antonio, Texas, On its trim parade grounds 
Geronimo was once confined, and Robert E, L 
as commandant, once reviewed its troops. The 
Rough Riders trained there; it was the base for 
the Mexican Expedition and the birthplace of the 
Air Force. Most Regular Army men have served 
at Fort Sam at one time or another in their careers. 
And when their careers are over, a lot go back to 
San Antonio and Fort Sam to spend their declin- 
ing years, There are more retired generals at Fort 
Sam than anywhere else in the world. 

The distinguished men shown on these pages are 
all retired generals. The fates of wars have hung on 
their decisions, and thousands of men have jumped 
to obey their commands. Many of them, like Wain- 
wright (of Bataan) and Krueger (Sixth Army) 
have been in the thick of everything since the sink- 
ing of the Maine. Now some 60 of them have moved 
to San Antonio and spend most of their time at the 
old post. For them, the town is pleasant and prac- 
tical. The weather is warm, and the citizens are 
friendly. Besides, the post has a fine hospital. As 
one general putit, “With a fine golf course, a good 
hospital and a big cemetery—what more could 
‘we want?”
